Dn the mortti&t of Sept. It. and waa loet. 


Captain Cook states that the Ellerslie 


left Ship Island, Kits., Aug. IS, with 
nearly 1,000,000 feet of pina lumber, for 
Liverpool, and had light winds until 
(Sept. 3, after which a succession of gal** 
was encountered, devftjoplng on thaltth 
Into a p*rfsct hurricane. 
During the 


next few days the wind blew at the rate 
of SO miles an hour at times, the vessel 
rolling and pitching in a terrible manner 
all the while. The seas had encroached 
on the position ot the men on the poop 
deck, an$ they weire forced to the fore- 
castle head to prevent being carried 
overboard. 
Even then their position 


at times was almost untenable, but they 
managed to keep together. 


The sufferings of the men became In- 


tense through lack of frtsh water, tha 
supply having become exhausted. 
Af- 


ter the masts went by the boards tha 
vessel was relieved somewhat, and the 
g-ale moderated soon afterwards. 
The 


crew set to work clearing away the masa 
of wreckage from ths deck in order to 
secure a donkey boiler with which to 
condense the saJt water. 
About eight 


gallons of sea water were thus con- 
densed and the craw were given small 
drinks of this, diluted with lime juice. 
This appeased their thirst somewhat and 
their sufferings were less acute, 


During all these days the vessel was 


being made the toy of the waves, the 
crew waa endeavoring te attract the at- 
tention of passing vessels. 
Three or 


four steamers passed within sight of the 
shipwrecked men, but apparently did 
not see their signals of distress. 
Fi- 


nally, on the 20th at 2 p. m., Captain 
Cook saw a faint elreak of smoke far 
away to the eastward. All hands easrer- j 
ly watched the volume grow in size, un- 
til the outlines of a steamer ware made 
out on the horizon. 
The stump of the 


mainmast was now utilized for distress 
flags, and n»t only the British jack, but a 
bunch of the international code signals 
was nailed to it to catch the eye of the 
on-coming steamer. 
Ths latter proved 


to be the Amana, and was soon within 
hailing distance. 


The steamer's boats were speedily low- 


ered. Although the gale had moderated, 
a mountainous sea waa still running, and 
the two boats with their gallant crows 
experienced great difficulty In getting 
alongside the wreck, owing to the 1m- j 
menae amount of wreckage hangln? 
over ths side and dragging in the water. 
After sever*l ineffectual efforts, the men 
were gotten off the wreck and trans- 
ferred to the steamer. The Ellerslie was 
then sat on fire. 


The men of the wrecked vessel were 


loud in their praise of the conduct of the 
officers and crew of tl 5 steamer. 
Cap- 


tann Cook saved the ship's papers and 
his chronometer, but the orew lost most 
of their possessions in the wreck. 


The wrecked bark was built In New 


Brunswick in lS7i!; she registered 12S7 
tons net, and 13S9 tons gross. 
She waa 


valued at $15,000 and uninsured.

Coaling: Station at Narrrmnnsett. 
Arrangements are being made by the 


navy department, for the equipment of 
a big coaling station in Narragansett 
bay. 
The station will have facilities 


for handling and storing about 30,000 
tons of fuel. 
The complaint ig made 


that at most of the temporary stations 
along the coast there are no adequate 
methods of coaling ships of war. 
It Is 


a serious problem confronting 
the 


iiaval officers who have to do with the 
foaling of ftlilps. There^is much delay 
In handling coal, and the apparatus 
at most places Is of the old type.

"THE 
BRITISH ELECTION. 


Something Aliont the Pnrlliiniciitury 


CniitL-it .Voiv Bein^ WmteU. 


A primary difference between the 


presidential 
ele'ction !n the United 


States and a general election in Great 
Britain, writes Henry W. Lucy in the 
October Forum, is that while one con- 
test Is avowedly a matter of personal 
preference too other is ostensibly, often 
actually, a 
conflict around certain 


broadly deHned principles. It is true 
that while Disraeli and Gladstone were 
yet alive and confronted each other in 
the political arena the fight raged as 
closely and distinctly around a name 
and a personality as is the custom at 
presidential elections. In 1874 and in 
188.0 the electors throughout the king- 
dom did not profess to vote either as 
Liberals or Tories. They voted for 
Gladstone or Disraeli. 


With the passing away of those co- 


lossal figures the British general elec- 
tion has reverted to its former manner. 
Lord Salisbury is a statesman who, 
even beyond the limits of the party 
pale, is held in the highest esteem. But 
his is not a name to conjure with at 
the polls. 
On the other side, Mr. 


Gladstone' has left no successor. Ac- 
cordingly the forthcoming general elec- 
tion will be fought, as far as minis- 
terialists can control it, on the yues- 
tion of the war in South Africa, while 
opposition candidates will endeavor to 
concentrate the attention and judg- 
ment of the electors on the shortcom- 
ings of the administration in respect -to 
the conduct of the war and on the sins 
of omission and commission .committed 
by the government during their more 
than five years' term ,pf office. 
An- 


other fundamental difference between 
the two electoral campaigns appears in 
their inception and direction. A presi- 
dential election is a more or less well 
ordered^ battle, every movement being 
directed by the commander-ln chief on 
either side. A British general election 
is a series of independent skirmishes, 
taking place all over the country, each 
under local command, owning no su- 
preme general, observing no common 
plan of battle. The British voter knows 
nothing of delegates, conventions or 
parry managers. 
He walks into the 


polling booth and votes directly for 
the man of his cheice. It is true that 
both the Conservative (now the Union- 
ist) and the Liberal parties have a paid 
official who Is supposed to undertake 
general supervision of party interests 
in the electorate throughout the king- 
dom. He is generally consulted by con- 
stituencies in the selection of a candi- 
date. What, he tenders in response is 
advice, not instruction. Nothing is cal- 
culated more quickly to put up. the 
back of a constituency thnn any move- 
ment having the appearance of dicta- 
tion from London. 


A great gnTf wide as the Atlantic 


separates the party manager of the 
presidential election campaign from 
the chief a sent of the Liberal or the 
Unionist party In England. While one 
has almost an unlimited supply of 
money at his command and is not. too 
grievously hampered in disposing of it 
for .campaign purposes, the other has 
but a menger subscription list and Is 
bound hand and foot by the corrupt 
practices act. It is that le.dslation 
Which has crippled the political party 
agent in Great Britain. The election 
agent is bound by law under heavy 
penalties to keep strict account and 
make full disclosure of every penny 
spent

Coal Reserve In tlie East. 


Stored in Middlesex county, with- 


in 12 miles of 
New Brunswick, 


N. J., nearly one-half of the sup- 
ply of the reserve anthracite coal 
In the east is held. It 
is esti- 


mated that there are 2,193. CftO tons of 
coal stored in the east, and of that 
amount 050,000 tons arc in Middlesex 
county. .This is distributed :is follows: 


South PlainQeld, 310,000 tons; South 


Amboy, 340,000 tons, and Perth Am- 
boy, 300,000 tons. 
Much of this is 


stored in immense pilos at South Plain- 
field and South Aniboy. This method 
of storage was devised some years ago, 
when the transportation companies 
found the problem of keeping their 
rolling stock In motion a difficult one 
to solve in a satisfactory manner. The 
storage grounds at South Amboy and 
South Plalnfleld were established and 
havu 'uuuu uiuiuiampu ever siuuo wllli 
a supply of coal on hand that would 
enable the company to tide over a 
short strike at any time.

Capfain Farrow of this city arrested 


Louis Potter, colored, on a charge of 
larceny, Wednesday evening. He was 
wanted for an alleged theft <of a dia- 
mond stud from Peter A. Powers of 
Adams. 


3Ir. Toivers is an employe of the Ad- 


ams house inl Adams and Potter, who 
\vas formerly of Pittsfield 
and 
who 


claims this city as his residence, 
is 


also employed at the Adams house, as 
a cook in the cafe. It was Wednesday 
that Mr. Powers took off his dress 
shirt and left it in the barroom, near 
the cafe. He did some work and later 
went to put on the shirt when he 
found that his diamond stud which had 
been in the shirt was gonle. A search 
was made but the stone could not be 
found. 
Potter assisted in the search 


and denied all knowledge 'of the jew- 
el's whereabouts. 
He, however, was 


suspected on account of his actions. 


After finishing- his duties at the hotel 


Potter left and came to this city. Mr. 
Powers sw'ore out a warrant charging 
Potter with the theft and the local po- 
lice wore asked to arrest the man when 
he arrived here. Accordingly Captain 
Parrow took Poter from the car on 
State street and locked him in the 
police station after searching him. He 
was taken back to Adams and in court 
there this morning pleaded nbt guilty 
to the charge of larceny of the stud 
which was brought against him. 


The case was continued until Wed- 


nesday and the defendant was placed 
under $500 bonds. When he was being 
locked up inl Adams, he confessed and 
told the officer who had him in charge 
that he did steal the diamond and had 
spit it out of his mouth into one of the 
holes covered by an irtm grating, on 
the way into the North Adams police 
station last night. 


The officer notified Chief Curran of

The search was futile and the stud 
cnuld not be found. The prisoner was 
sure that the diamond was there and 
was allowed to search ^or It himself. 
He could Tibf find it altd it looked as 
though he ha& been lying. 


After about an hour's search It was 


learned that a stud had been found 
Ijiy George Gracie. an employe of" the 
People's Ice company. The stud was 
produced-and was found to be the one 
wanted. J!r. Gracie found it early this 
morning on State street close to the 
curbing of the sidewalk outside the al- 
leyway. He was delivering ice when 
he discovered it and reported, his find 
to his employers who recognized its 


i worth. 


The diamond is worth $115 and was 


set in a Tiffany sold setting, 
Mr. 


Powers was glad to get it back as he 
had had it for a number of years. 


When Potter first confessed the po- 


lice were inclined to be lenient, but 
now that it seemed Potter had t>ur- 
posely lied, the officers will allow the 
court to take its course.

portunity to look through the building j 
ut leisure. 


This school house is the latest addi- 


tion to the iarge number of fine school 
buildings In this city, and 
is well 


worth going to t.ee. It is a building 
of 11 rooms, one of which will bo de- 
votee! to kindergarten work, and as 
each room will accommodate 48 pupils 
it will be wen that the house will 
funish schooling privileges to over 500 
children. 
In addition to the school 


rooms there i? a room for the principal, 
with recitation rooms, teachers' par- 
lors on boti floors, a room for SUD- 
plies, a library and a large hall where 
public fxereiyes may be held. 


It is a large two-story building, con- 


structed of North Adams red brick, 
with Indiana lime stone and li^ht- 
colorod 
pressed 
brick 
trimmings. 


While not built for show, it is a solid 
and wholesome looking structure, by 
no means unplensing to the eye. A 
spacious basement affords g">od sized
